And  whereas  the  City  of  New  Westminster 
obtains  its  water  supply  from  Coquitlam  Lake  and 
has  applied  for  a large  area  surrounding  the  lake 
to  protect  and  preserve  its  wmter  supply  from  con- 
tamination : 

And  w’hereas  the  Vancouver  Power  Company 
uses  Coquitlam  Lake  for  reservoir  and  storage 
purposes  in  connection  with  its  water-power 
development  on  the  North  Arm  of  Burrard  Inlet, 
and  has  applied  for  a reservation  of  all  the  lands 
w’ith  timber  thereon  draining  into  Coquitlam  Lake  in 
order  that  the  rainfall  may  be  conserved  and  the 
run-off  regulated :
